Old Town Hall To Reopen

The grand reopening of Town Hall will 
be celebrated by a weekend of activities 
at the newly restored historic building on 
Main Street. The events begin May 6, the 
Town Hall’s rededication and Founder’s 
Day. Andover’s founding dates to 1646. All 
activities are open to the public and spon- 
sored by the Andover Historical Society. 

Selectmen will lead the order of exer- 
cises for the rededication of Town Hall at 
noon after a May breakfast. Town Hall 
embodies the spirit of Andover over many 
generations. Built in 1858 as the newly in- 
corporated Town of Andover’s (1855) first 
civic center, it served as a meeting house, 
hall and offices for political, commercial 
and cultural activities. 

Persons associated with this building 
descend from the 17th century Andover 
founding families and relate to the 19th 
century Merrimack Valley industrial en- 
trepreneurs. The Town House committee 
consisted of Deacon Peter Smith, chair- 
man, Jacob Chickering, Nathaniel Swift, 
clerk, William Jenkins and John Dove. 
Builders George S. Abbott and Moses 
Clement were housewrights and partners

Andover School Committee 
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Recycling Saves $10,294 


By Virginia Cole 


Paper recycling for March saved the 
town $10,294.70. 158.38 tons of paper were 
picked up and sold and did not cost the 
town the tipping fee at the incinerator. 

However, the streets I walked on in ear- 
ly April weren’t contributing much to this 
goal. I passed 159 homes and found only 
86 recycling newspaper. I fear those who 
don’t save paper don’t save glass or plas- 
tic either as they seem to have a great 
many trash bags to be taken away. 

People I meet are still surprised that 
glass and plastic can be recycled once a 
month, though everyone seems to know 
about the paper pickup, even when they 
choose not to participate. 

If downtown is too far away for some 


West Andoverites, how about trying us at 
the West Middle School parking lot on 
May 20? Recycling bins will be there 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. for three colors of 
glass and many kinds of plastic. The reg- 
ular parking lot near the park will be 
busy that day, thus the change. 

Plastic needs to be cleaned and sepa- 
rated as to types. Milk, water and juice 
cartons together, foam trays that hold 
meat or vegetables (please remove thin 
sheet-like covering and wash trays) go in 
one bag, clear plastic bottles that have 
contained soda, salad dressings, etc., are 
desirable while non-food stuffs such as 
motor oil containers go together. Without 
all this plastic, many of us need only one 
or two trash bags a week.

Walkathon Nets $90,000 


More than 800 people turned out April 
93 for the March of Dimes Birth Defects 
Foundation’s annual Greater Lawrence 
WalkAmerica. The total pledged topped 
$90,000, more than double last year’s. 

Company teams accounted for more 
than 92 percent of walkers and dollars.

WPAA: Dr. Seifert, during your career 
you've seen a lot of students who are suc- 
cessful. Why do you think some students 
are more successful than others? 

Dr. Seifert: If I had the recipe for suc- 
cess and could really package it, I would 
not be in Massachusetts. I would probably 
be a millionaire. I think there are a vari- 
ety of reasons why people are successful. 
Certainly one factor, in looking at the stu- 
dents that I’ve seen as successful, is that 
there’s an inner confidence. I would sus- 
pect that you’d have to do a reasonable 
amount of thinking about yourself and 
about your society, about your friends, 
about your culture, in order to develop 
that inner confidence. 

If you're not confident to yourself, then 
I think it’s very, very difficult for you to 
exude confidence and engender the confi- 
dence of others around you.

those weaknesses. When you go through 
that kind of introspection, you begin to 
understand what your strengths and your 
weaknesses are and you begin to go to- 
wards your strengths. 

WPAA: How could you tell that a per- 
son has found his strengths? What would 
you consider to be some early signs of 
success? 

Dr. Seifert: At one level of a successful 
person, you would have an individual who 
is highly motivated and enjoys doing 
things and who is pursuing that with in- 
tensity. Enjoyment in doing something 
that you do well—that’s success. There 
are a number of people who do things 
well, but who don’t enjoy it. If you were to 
talk to them, they would not consider 
themselves to be successful. I think 
there’s that inner quality, and I want to 
keep sticking to that. 

WPAA: Dr. Seifert, what if students 
may not sense their goal or vision during 
the high school years, do they just have to 
work at finding what their goal should 
be? 

Dr. Seifert: Yes, and that’s why you 
have to risk it. You really never know 
who you are or what you are. You have 
some notions about it, but you must put it 
on the line. You must risk it and I’m not 
saying that you have to be a sky diver or 
you have to be like Evel Knievel’s son 
doing a jump, but if you have certain no- 
tions about yourself, you must risk it. You 
must go for it, otherwise you’re not going 
to be successful; you will be like 98 per- 
cent of the population who have the ‘“‘I 
could have’? momentum. 

I wish I had a dollar for every person 
who said ‘I could have.’’ I think that’s 
tragic. The truly successful person is not 
going to say ‘‘I could have.’’ You need a 
variety of things here. I think most peuple 
have goals. They may not really be com- 
mitted to them, but they may have some 
goals and they may not have the inner 
confidence and they may not be risk-tak- 
ers. If you have goals, but you’re not will- 
ing to risk it—no, you’re not successful. 
There’s a nice package there. 

WPAA: How about you, Dr. Seifert? 
When you were in high school, did you 
know that you were interested in teach- 
ing? 

Dr. Seifert: I came frorn the city of 
Buffalo. After I won the Golden Glove, I 
was asked to work in a boys’ club with 10- 
to 15-year-old kids. It was a fairly rough 
neighborhood.

Glove champion, they said, ‘You’ll be 
able to control the kids on the first floor.” 
From that experience, I didn’t know that 
I wanted to be a teacher, but I knew two 
things. I could see that I worked well with 
children and I appreciated the ability to 
organize. I was given that job when I was 
16 and 17 years old. 

WPAA: What do you think motivates 
these people that have the inner confi- 
dence? 

Dr. Seifert: That’s a rather nebulous 
thing. On the one hand, you may be suc- 
cessful because of your confidence. An- 
other reason can be because of your 
vision and another reason may be be- 
cause you're a risk-taker. Another thing 
is your ability to ... understand people. 
Sharing is one element of success. You 
must be able to identify with others and 
share their values, so that when you're 
trying and risking, they can identify with 
you. If you’re way out in left field, you’re 
not going to be successful. 

WPAA: Finally, Dr. Seifert, what 
would you recommend that all high 
school students do now to ensure or help 
in achieving future success? 

Dr. Seifert: The one thing that I would 
strongly suggest is not to be afraid to try 

In order for you to be successful, you 
must try. You cannot be successful doing 
nothing. You must try. My suggestion, 
from a security standpoint: when you go, 
go with something that you think you're 
good at. You must be like the turtle; you 
have to stick your head out in order to 
move. When you move, go with what you 
feel strong and good about. For the risk- 
takers, life is a very fine road. Just go for 
it.

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Book: How To Help Kids Succeed In Schooi 


A new book describes ways to take a positive role 
in children’s learning skills. 

Consumer Education Research Center has pub- 
lished How To Help Your Children Achieve in School, 
which describes new and innovative techniques that 
can “help you and your child be happier and more 
satisfied on the day the report card comes home,”’ 
according to the authors. Based on recently con- 
ducted research, the book includes a five-step plan 
for better school performance. 

How well a child does in school depends in a large 
part on study habits, the book says. There is no sub- 
stitute for hitting the books and no short-cuts to get- 
ting an education. 


Yet many students do not believe the hours spent 
studying or amount of work they do will make the 
difference between success and failure, the book 
says. “It’s easier to blame failure on unfair teachers 
or distracting classmates or bad luck or 20 other rea- 
sons rather than admit they didn’t do the work.”’ 

Many young people claim there are not enough 
hours in the day to do all the things they want to do 
and study too. There may be some truth in that, but 
most often there is no shortage of time, but a lack of 
planning, say the authors. 

Here are some of the book’s suggestions: 

*To encourage better use of time, have your stu- 


dents draw up a weekly schedule. By writing down 
how they spend their days, hour by hour, they may be 
surprised by how much time they waste. By organiz- 
ing their time, planning study hours and sticking to 
the schedule, they may find they have more time for 
“things.” 

eMake sure the students have reasonable quiet, a 
well-lighted place to study, far from the distractions 
of the radio, record player and televison. 

eTake a daily interest in children’s school work 
and review homework assignments with them. Ask 
them to give a summary of a chapter they have just 
read or to explain how they solved a math problem. 
By asking specific questions, you can help them focus 
their thinking and see where their weaknesses are. 

The book gives parents explicit strategies to help 
their children learn skills, attitudes and behaviors 
that characterize successful learners. It explains how 
positive self-talk, images and questions related to the 
task at hand can increase attention; how motivating 
children means helping them change their perception 
of themselves; the five strategies for learning and 
remembering; an effective, organized study and 
note-taking system; how to help students redirect 
their attention away from fear of failure and toward 
productive ways to do well on tests.

Mr. McQuade and Town Engineer John 
Avery have filled potholes in Andover for 
over 40 years. They know where the 
cracks are, which roads need patching 
and when a street is too worn and tired to 
simply slap on an asphalt Band-Aid. But 
as much accumulated knowledge as they 
possess, the two administrators are not 
computers. That’s why Andover voters 
agreed to appropriate $35,000 at town 
meeting last year to buy a computer pro- 
gram that will chart road needs into the 
next decade. 

The title alone sounds expensive: Town 
of Andover Infrastructure Management 
System II Optimum Maintenance and Re- 
habilitation Plan By PWS Algorithm. It’s 
basically a fancy way of saying, ‘‘What 
And How Much Needs Fixin’.” 

In addition to the program, a team of 
surveyors spent two weeks examining ev- 
ery foot of surface streets. The ensuing 
report details for the first time what 
needs to be done to repair the roads and 
specifies the cost. 

The bottom line: $6,286,273.49. It would 
be impossible to fix all 160 miles of road

in one year, Mr. McQuade acknowledges. 
A 10-year program would be optimum; 
however, inflation and additional work 
needed to fix continually aging streets, 
would drive the total bill to about $20 mil- 
lion, he said. 

And road work isn’t the only capital im- 
provement project in town. Currently the 
town is assessing needs in several areas 
including sewer, water main and water 
pipe replacement. 

Until a complete workup on all capital 
needs is completed and a town master 
plan study currently underway is fin- 
ished, street repair is being done as 
needed. Roads bearing the most traffic 
will get the top priority, said McQuade. 

Fortunately, the state lends a hand fi- 
nancially. Massachusetts will provide 100 
percent financing for work on state roads. 
For repairing town streets, the state 
kicks in 75 percent of the cost. 

According to Tony Torrisi, town budget 
director, the combined total of state and 
local funding will amount to roughly

Seniors Win Merit Scholarships 


Two Andover students have each won 
$2,000 National Merit Scholarships. Nata- 
lie J. Belkin of 10 Oriole Drive and Marisa 
A. Murtagh of 12 Blueberry Circle were 
among 1,800 scholarship winners chosen 
by the National Merit Scholarship Corp. 

All of about 14,000 finalists in this 
year’s competition were considered for 
one of the single-payment national 
awards of $2,000 that are allocated on a 
state representational basis, corporation 
officials said. Recipients were selected by 
a committee of college admissions offi- 
cers and secondary school counselors 
who chose each state’s winners in propor- 
tion to the size of the state’s high school senior classes. 

Committee teams considered the amount and difficulty level 
of finalists’ course work, as well as grades earned, test scores, 
demonstrated leadership in school and community activities, 
personal interests and goals and school recommendations. Fi- 
nalists chosen as National Merit scholars were judged by the 
committee to have the strongest combi- 
nation of abilitites, accomplishments and 
personal characteristics generally asso- 
ciated with academic success in rigorous 
college studies, officials said. 

Ms. Belkin, an Andover High School se- 
nior, wants to enter law eventually. The 
Andover High valedictorian is the recipi- 
ent of the Harvard Book and Rensselaer 
Math and Science awards, as well as 
awards in math and American studies. 
She has been a tutor for two years and 
has volunteered at a riding stable for the 
disabled through the high school’s ACSES

April vacation. Members of the Gene- 
sis youth group recall Disneyland days, 
San Diego nights and afternoons spent 
bartering for Corona T-shirts in Mexican 
markets. But closer to their hearts and 
minds are children playing amidst dirt 
and chipping paint, families living out of 
street carts and lives withering away un- 
der Mexican sunlight. Genesis’ trip to the 
Hogar Orphanage in La Gloria, Mexico, 
was both a two-sided vacation and an eye- 
opening experience. 

Genesis Youth group is sponsored by 
St. Augustine Church. Like any religious 
youth group, Genesis aims to involve 
teens in community service, trips and 
other activities, while at the same time 
giving them a solid spiritual foundation. 
Genesis’ involvement with the Hogar Or- 
phanage has been its pet project for the 
past six years. They are now the oroha- 
nage’s largest benefactor. 

Genesis became involved to give the 
children who live in the orphanage “‘a life 
that is easier and more humane,”’ accord- 
ing to one member. 

Sheila Doherty, youth minister at St. 
Augustine’s, explains the orphanage’s 
conditions. ‘‘They have nothing. The Mex- 
ican state owns their building and does 
everything short of charging them rent. 
Hogar Orphanage raises their $50,000 
yearly income themselves. That works 
out to only $1,000 spent on each of the 50 
children. There are constant shortages of 
food, clothing and beds.”’ 

More tragic than the financial situation 
is the children’s emotional condition, said 
Genesis members. The parents of the La 
Gloria children are not dead; the kids 
have been abandoned. 

“The sad thing is that parents are re- 
quired to visit just once a year. If they do, 
they retain all rights to their children,” 
said Benny Benedetto, a senior at Central 
Catholic High School and chairman of St. 
Augustine’s Parish Youth Council. 
‘Many parents fulfill the minimum visi- 
tation requirements, then take their kids 
out when they reach working age. The 
kids are doomed to lives no better than 
those of their parents.” 

Children often enter the orphanage as 
babies and stay until they’re about 13. 

Anxious to witness the orphanage first 
hand and give more personalized aid, 
Genesis visited in April, 1987. ‘We in- 
stalled water pumps and new sinks, did 
exterior painting and carpentry work and 
built a shaded sandbox area,”’ said Ben- 
edetto. The group had even greater goals 
for this year’s trip, during which they 
painted and built a wooden jungle gym. 

Some senior veterans of the trip felt 
intimidated by the high expectations. “I 
didn’t want to ruin or alter my memories 
of a once-in-a-lifetime experience,’’ said 
Steve Wrigley. 

Other students had personal fears. ‘‘I 
was terrified,’ said Andover High senior 
Tracy:Lee.:‘{I’m the only one in the group 


who takes (advanced placement) Span- 
ish, and I knew I’d be relied on as transla- 
tor. I thought the trip would be a test that 
I couldn’t pass. It ended up working out 
well, though.” 

Once in Mexico, Genesis members 
were met with a shocking situation. Not 
only did students witness poverty at the 
orphanage, they were surrounded by it on 
daily drives through Tia Juana and La 
Gloria. 

“The situaton was so sad,’’said AHS 
senior Cathy Allard. ‘‘All I could see was 
a wasteland, miles and miles of metal 
shacks. My problems seemed so point 
less. I went to Mexico worrying about col 
lege, and other people worried about 
getting food.” 

Many students commented that, ‘“The 
actual Tia Juana area made the orpha- 
nage look OK.’’ Ms. Allard explains, 
‘Compared to children in the rest of Mex- 
ico, the kids at Hogar are lucky. They 
have two meals a day, a bed and security. 
Other kids are on the streets washing 
cars for money.” 

However, the situation isn’t all ‘‘posi- 
tive.’ “The kids don’t receive any special 
individual attention. The three adults in 
charge love the kids, but they love them 
at a distance,” Ms. Allard said. 

Ms. Lee points out that resentment is 
likely to arise out of the children’s situa- 
tion. “It must be terrible to know that 
your parents visit just because they can- 
not face the shame of putting you up for 
adoption. Parents sometimes have shiny 
new cars, stylish clothing and the latest 
hairstyles. Their kids must want to 
scream, ‘How can you spend money on 
those things and not even buy me food?’” 

Genesis members were horrified with 
the glaring inequalities between the or- 
phans’ lifestyles and their own. ‘When 
the kids put their hands in our water and 
we weren’t allowed to drink it, it made 
me think of all the differences in our liv- 
es,”’ said AHS junior Amy Heislein. ‘The 
lack of water and unclealiness didn’t faze 
them; they didn’t notice the roaches 
crawling under their feet. It’s part of a 
way of life.’”’ 

This ‘Mexican attitude toward life” 
shocked Genesis members and some- 
times stood in the way of what they 
wanted to accomplish. Chaperone and ac- 
tive Genesis participant Robert King de- 
scibed one of his frustrations. 

“Last year the orphanage had $10,000 
deficit and was forced to dig into reserve 
funds,”’ said Mr. King, who also teaches 
science and heads the community service 
program at Andover High. ‘This deficit is 
largely due to rising water and septic 
costs. St. Augustine’s wants to install a 
well and more efficient septic systems (at 
the orphanage), but there’s a mindset 
standing in the way. The La Gloria life- 
style is myopic along a subsistence level;

Maintaining Roads 


Andover is currently faced with a road 
maintenance and improvement program 
estimated to be in the vicinity of $20 million 
to accomplish properly. 

This has been determined through a pro- 
gram initiated by town meeting a year ago 
* when $35,000 was alloted to set up a com- 
puter examination of the town’s highway 
needs to bring them up to proper condition, 
eee than the usual pothole repair meth- 
od, 

Public Works Director Robert E. Mc- 
Quade estimates that about $1 million per 
year should be set aside by the town to 
work on the roads needing attention, with a 
priority list being established. 

Under such a program, considering infla- 
tion and other factors, to get all roads up to 
proper standard, an overall cost of $20 mil- 
lion would be incurred. This is predicated 
on the establishment of a master plan and 
determining priorities. 

This all looks fine on the surface, even 
though it is financially burdening for the 
town, 


The bigger problem seems to stem from 
the fact that up until now considerable 
funding for road repairs and maintenance 
has come from the state. 

The state is responsible, of course, for its 
own highways, but has provided funds to be 
matched by local communities to maintain 


and build, or rebuild, roads. 

Cause for concern comes from the fact 
that the state is currently in the process of 
determining whether to impose additional 
taxes or cut back programs to conform to 
funds available in an ever-decreasing state 
treasury. 

It behooves the town, then, to adopt a go- 
slow attitude on its road improvement 
plans to determine what type of funding 
will be available. 

Mr. McQuade indicates that not only the 
roads need attention, but development of 
an overall master plan for the town will 
include attention to the water and sewer 
system. 

Both of these utilities can be approved 
under the system established by the town to 
pay for improvements. Both the sewer and 
water departments are funded by users, 
with little or no funding provided by real 
estate taxes. 

Within reason, then, improvements could 
be made in the water and sewer system 
without too much difficulty or additional 
burden on the residents of the community. 

Road improvements, however, may have 
to be tempered a bit, based on how much 
assistance can be provided by the state. 

The town’s anticipated contribution of $1 
million annually, as projected, would tend 
to make a major imposition on Andover 
taxpayers.

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Choosing Outdoor Furniture 


It won’t be long before summer brings 
the pleasures of warm weather. Imagine 
relaxing on the porch or deck, basking in 
the sun and enjoying a cool drink. 

Before you reach for the suntan lotion, 
though, take a look at your outdoor furni- 
ture. If you decide to replace it, now is the 
best time to shop. You'll be able to enjoy 
your new furniture for the entire season 
and benefit from large selections and pre- 
season sales, says Debbie Patton, furni- 
ture buyer for Aquatech Pool and Patio in 
Norwell. 

Ms. Patton says the first step is to con- 
sider where the furtniture is going to be 
used. 

“Tf your furniture is going to be ex- 
posed directly to the elements, then you'll 
need a set that is especially durable and 
easy to clean, as well as heavy enough to 
resist the wind,’’ she said. A base for your 
umbrella, for instance, will secure it from 
gusts of wind. 

Pool owners should never put a tem- 
pered glass table near the pool, Ms. Pat- 
ton said. ‘It would be very dangerous if it 
were blown or knocked into the water,” 
she said. ‘‘Acrylic top tables offer the 
same look as tempered glass, but are 
safer around the pool.” 

And, keep in mind that an average din- 
ing set with four chairs will require at 
least an 8 foot by 8 foot area. 

Ms. Patton reports that there are more 
styles and materials from which to 
choose than before. Many new chairs are 
ergomatically designed with lumbar back 
supports or adjustable features. The most 
popular sets in the Boston area are 
welded metal frames with either cush- 
ions, slings or vinyl straps, Ms. Patton 
said. Also doing well are synthetic resins, 
wrought iron, rattan and wicker. PVC 
piping and hardwood frames are not as 
popular as in the past, says Ms. Patton. 

The greatest variety of colors and 
styles are available in sets made of 
welded aluminum frames, she added. The 
white or earth tone coatings on the 
frames are not just painted on, but are 
applied electrostatically for better adhe- 
sion and durability, she explained. 

“You can also find heavier sets made 
of steel. Although they have a durable 
PVC coating, the frame can rust if the 
coating is nicked,” Ms. Patton said. 

Look for several things when shopping 
for aluminum or steel furniture, Ms. Pat- 
ton said. Check the pause, or thickness, of 
the metal, quality of the finish and quality 
of the cushion, strap or sling. Shoppers 
can expect to pay between $400 and $1,000 
for four tubular metal chairs and a table. 

Synthetic resins are well-known and 
popular in Europe and are starting to be- 
come more popular in the United States, 
Ms. Patton said. 

“Shoppers can now find a wide variety 
of styles and price ranges,” she said. 
Many resin sets feature chairs that pro- 
vide a number of seating options. A multi- 
position chair can be used as a dining 
chair or can be lowered and tilted into a 
lounge chair or chaise. Although resin 
can’t rust, Ms. Patton says some of the 
less expensive sets can be easily scratch- 
ed and may crack or become discolored. 
“Expect to pay anywhere beteween $180 
and $1,800 for a resin set,” she said. 


Wrought iron furniture has ‘a classic” 


and elegant look. It has been popular in 
New England for many years, according 
to Ms. Patton. ‘‘Today’s wrought iron is 
available in a variety of colors and is 
much more resistant to rust,’’ said Ms. 
Patton, who recommends adding colorful 
textaline cushions to the sets to make 
them more decorative and comfortable. 
Prices for a five-piece wrought iron din- 
ing set range from $300 to $1,000. 

Rattan and wicker pieces are not rec- 
ommended for outdoor use since they will 
eventually rot when exposed to the weath- 
er, Ms. Patton said. The only exception is 
an all-weather aluminum framed wicker 
that can be used indoors and out. ‘‘Rattan 
and wicker are commonly used in sun- 
rooms and living rooms for a light and 
airy look,”’ she said. A quality dining or 
seating group of either rattan or wicker 
will cost about $1,000. 

Although outdoor furniture is designed 
to withstand the elements, Ms. Patton 
says that all furniture needs occasional 
cleaning to keep it looking new. Most 
manufacturers suggest using liquid deter- 
gent and warm water once or twice a sea- 
son to clean the frames. Slings or 
cushions made of all-weather vinyl- 
coated polyester can be cleaned with a 
solution of chlorine bleach, liquid deter- 
gent and warm water. 

To increase the life of your outdoor fur- 
niture, Ms. Patton suggests storing it in- 
side during the colder months. 
Manufacturers have designed a greater 
number of sets that can be stacked or 
folded for easy storage. If it is not possi- 
ble to store the pieces inside, then be sure 
to cover or protect them from the harsh 
weather, Ms. Patton said.

Warriors In Difficulty Maintaining Repeat

The Andover High varsity baseball team is finding out first hand how 
difficult it can be to repeat a championship season. 

Although still in the thick of the fight for the Merrimack Valley Conference 
Large School championship, which it secured last year, the Golden Warriors 
are experiencing some tough sledding. 

Victories over Central Catholic (6-4), Lawrence High (4-2), Chelmsford (4- 
1) and Greater-Lawrence Regional (13-0) have been tempered by losses to 
Methuen (9-5) and Central (4-3). 

Andover thus entered mid-week action with a 3-3 league record, two 
games off the pace set by Billerica, and overall the Warriors are 5-3. 

“We've had some pretty good pitching thus far, but we haven’t run the 
bases well,” said coach Dave Bettencourt. ‘‘Pickoffs and other mistakes 
have hurt us, but it’s still early and hopefully we can pull ourselves together.

Lack Of Rain Leaves Land Susceptible To Fires

chusetts fire departments. 

But this year, Mother Nature has 
not been the best of allies.

burning permits, which will expire 
May 15 in Andover. Ms. Gifford 
warns those with permits to avoid 
burning anything on windy days. 

‘It’s very dangerous. I’ve seen 
people burn brush in the middle of 
an open field, and all of a sudden the 
wind comes up and scatters the 
fire.” 

Standing in a small, glass-en- 
closed cabin atop the Andover tow- 
er, Ms. Gifford, who became the 
first woman fire spotter for the state 
in 1969, points out three plumes of 
puffy white smoke dotting the land- 
scape. 

These are controlled fires allowed 
by permit, she says. 

“TF can usually tell because the 
smoke will thin out and then get 
heavy again because whoever’s 
doing the burning is adding more 

Udil. 

Vhen the smoke starts ‘Trun- 


ling,’ said Ms. Gifford, “that’s 
vhen you have a problem.”’ 
By following a few simple 


euidelines, said Chief Hayes, catas- 
trophe can be avoided, 

eOnly burn diseased vegetation or 
brush and stay with small piles rath 
er than torch everything in heaping 
mounds. Burning leaves is not per 
mitted 

*Use a pair of heavy gloves and 
keep a hose and iron rake handy.
